AT  THE  GOVERNMENT  HOUSE  AT 
OTTAWA. 

Thursday,  the  21st  day  of  November.  1912.

HIS  ROYAL  HIGHNESS  THE  GOVERNOR 
GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL. 

HIS  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  in 
Council  is  pleased  to  order  as  follows : — 
The  Regulations  established  by  Order  in  Council 
of  the  13th  May,  1910,  and  amended  by  subsequent 
Orders  in  Council,  for  the  leasing  and  administra- 
tion of  lands  containing  limestone,  granite,  slate, 
marble,  gypsum,  marl,  gravel,  sand,  or  any  building 
stone,  in  the  Provinces  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan, 
and  Alberta,  the  North-West  Territories,  within 
twenty  miles  on  either  side  of  the  main  line  of 
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the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  and  in  the  tract  of  three  and 
one-half  million  acres  acquired  by  the  Government 
of  the  Dominion  from  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia, — are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  include 
the  leasing  of  Dominion  lands  containing  deposits 
of  clay,  subject,  however,  to  the  following  additional 
conditions : — 

1.  The  lessee  of  a clay  location  shall,  within  two 
years  from  the  date  of  the  lease,  erect  upon  the 
lands  described  therein,  or  on  lauds  acceptable  to 
the  Minister,  a plant  suitable  for  the  manufacture 
of  brick  or  other  clay  products,  and  he  shall,  within 
the  same  period,  furnish  evidence,  supported  by 
atlidavit,  showing  the  character  and  value  of  the 
plant  installed  and  the  date  of  its  installation.  If 
the  required  plant  is  not  installed  within  the  time 
specified,  and  if  evidence  of  its  installation  is  not 
furnished  within  the  same  time,  the  lease  shall  be 
subject  to  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister.
